THE POPULISTS' 


THK KXTKA SJJSSION OF COK- 


GKt-SS. 


In accordance with the proclamation 


of President Cleveland the fifty-third 
congress of the United States will con- 
vene in extra session to-morrow. The 
senate consists of 
88 members, of 


whom 44 are Democrats, 37 Bepubli- 
cans, 3 Populists, 1 (Stewart of Nevada) 
Silver party, and 3, the senators from 
Wyoming, Montana and Washington, 
not yet seated. The house consists of 
356 members, of whom four are dole- 
gates from territories, who hare a 
voice 011 measures which concern tlneir 
respective territories, but no vote. 
There are 221 Democrats, 126 Republic- 
ans, 8 Populists and 1 Silver party 
(Newlands of Nevada). 
For the first 


time since I860, the administration and 
both houses of congress are Demo- 
cratic, consequently that party will be 
responsible for whatever legislation is 
enacted. 
If laws which will benefit 


the ( ouutry are passed the Democrats 
will b*" on-itled to credit for the same, 
whereas if legislation detrimental to 
the public interests is enacted the 
Democrats will be held accountable by 
the people 


The battle for political supremacy 


last year was fought east of the Mis- 
sissippi mainly on the tariff question, 
though the threat of a force bill in the 
event of Republican success influenced 
the vote ox the south to a considerable 
extent Inthe west the financial question 
was brought to the front as the principal 
issue and the candidate who stood 
squarely oil a free coinage platform re- 
ceived the electoral vote of several 
states Now the financial question is 
conceded by the people east and west 
to be the paramount issue and con- 
gress is called in extra session to deal 
with it, proving that the assertions of 
the Populists and silver party last year 
were well founded 


Congress meets at a time when gen- 


eral depression and a scarcity of 
money unparalleled in the history of 
the country prevails throughout the 
land 
Business stagnation is uot con- 


fined to any particular section 


It is felt on the Atlantic seaboard 


as well as> on the Pacific coast. It pre- 
vails m the manufacturing centers of 
New .England as well as in the agricul- 
tural states of the south and west and 
the mining states west of the Rocky 
mountains 
This unprecedented and 


unnatural condition in a country of 
vast resources, which should be the 
most prosperous on the globe, is at- 
tributed by the gold standard advo- 
tatos to the act of 1890, which provides 
fnr tlio pwi^iUttua of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver monthly, and by double stand- 
ard or Iree coinage men to the act of 
1873, which demonetized silver and to 
the total naspensiou ot silver coinage 
at the mints 
Both the gold men and 


silver men are represented in congress 
and between those representatives, it 
is believed, a war will be waged, the 
lesult of which will determine whether 
prosperity or bankruptcy will be in the 
asiendaucy until the people have op- 
portunity to agaiu express their opin- 
ions at the ballot box. 


The issue is between the bondhold- 


ers, the moneyed aristocracy of Europe 
and the United States, and the produc- 
ers, the masses of the people 
If the 


Democratic party, which controls con- 
gress is true to its traditions and its 
professions and 
legislates for the 


masses by remoiietiamg silver and thus, 
as the masses believe, restore prosper- 
ity to the t onntry, its lease of power 
will be extended indefinitely while on 
the other hand if it legislates for the 
classes and refused to use its power in 
the interest of the masses, its disrup- 
tion and defeat will be the inevitable 
result. 


The people are aroused and they will 


not brook treachery or chicanery on 
the part of their representatives.

The directors ofr the Union Pacific

THE POPULISTS. 


The AddreHS of the Executive Com- 


mittee. 


CHICAGO, Angust 4.—The executive 


committee of the Populist party, which 
has been in session here since the ad- 
journment of the silver convention, to- 
night issued an address to the people 
ot the United States. It says in part 


"The overwhelming spirit of this 


convention indicates the whole nation is 
alive to the danger which threatens us. 
The convention not only repudiated the 
idea of a gold standard and a golc 
basis, but unanimously committed 
itself to the principal that we, as Popu- 
lists, have long held and cherished 
namely: 'That the law alone makes 
money and that the stamp of the gov- 
ernment converts 60 cents' worth of sil- 
ver into a dollar equal to any gold dpi 
lar,' and they unanimously accepted 
the one doctrine, that the money of the 
country should be adequate for the de- 
mands of business and should expand 
with the growth of population and com 
merce." 


The address holds out the idea thai 


the silver convention was a greai 
victory for the Populist principles em- 
bodied in the Omaha platform anc 
states the struggle will obliterate old 
party lines; tens of thousands of new 
converts are coming to their ranks, anc 
recommends the Industrial Legion 
and all similar organizations as val- 
uable aids in organizing and educating 
the people. 


Bland on Silver. 


WASHINGTON, August 5—As soon 


after congress meets as it becomes 
practicable, Bland will introduce a bill 
embodying the views of the silver men. 
It will provide for the repeal of the 
Sherman purchasing act and substitute 
therefor free coinage of silver, at the 
present vatiu rf lo to 1.

The appeal may 
cause the whole matter to be again 
brought before the supreme court with 
a full bench when Justice Harlan comes 
back and Justice Blatchford's place is 
supplied by a new appointee.

He referred to the closing 
of the mints in India, pointing out that 
the action of the British government was 
almost simultaneous with that of calling 
congress in extra session and it looked 
very much as if it were a preconcerted 
arrangement of both governments to 
completely demonetize silver.

THE OBJECTIVE SIDE OF LEGISLATION 


Which reads like a statisticians table 
or a cold fact recorded by the impart- 
ial historian. That which however is 
of real interest to the public which if 
published would read like a romance; 
that which is either suppressed or 
colored in the usual association dis- 
patch is that which the people at large 
who have but an inadequate idea of 
how congress enacts her laws would 
read with avidity but which in a great 
number of cases never reach the eye 
through print and are wafted as some 
wild tradition by word of mouth and 
then die and are forgotten. I believe 
it is of far more importance to the 
thinking people of America to appre- 
ciate the subjective side of congress- 
ional; to be fully cognizant of the 
motives which may have actuated the 
gentlemen from New York or Califor- 
nia to vote as they did; to know some- 
thing of the magnetic personality ofs 
the man as he eloquently advocates; 
with sincere fervency, his course or the 
passage of a particular bill; to know 
something of the mysterious influence 
of a lobby, a living menace to pure 
legislation, a clique of smooth, suave

who, like parasites, fasten on to 


by fair means or foul, the actions of 
some member; to know something of 
the strange fetichism of partisanship, 
which has reached the summit of its 
power in Washington which will cause 
men to vote against conscientious con- 
victions for and at the bidding of party 
leaders. This is the subjective side of 
congressional life of which the public 
at large has but an inadequate concep- 
ion but concerning which they will 
read with interest every thing that 
may be published. 


The framing of a bill is clerical 


drudgery, the final vote ou it a mean- 
ingless ceremony, but necessary as a 
matter of form. The matters which 
are of potent interest in the history of 
;he bill are the passions of impetuosity 
which enter into the discussions; the 
wisdom of statesmen "who pilot its 
ways; the jealousies of politicians who 
obstruct its passage and at last the in- 
luence of the administration against 
which no party man can long hold out. 
There is a wonderful fascination in 
watching the process of government in 
ibis most enlightened capital city of 
;he world. There is a feeling of im- 
>ress and awe about this history mak- 
ng process, while men of every section, 
representing all our varied resources, 
whose interests at times conflict, meet 
!or the settling of great problems, yet 
n the darkest hours justice illumines 
;he pathway of the future so that no 
larm has evec befallen our nation 
["hat spirit which predominates in our 
nation as an American nation, that 
sense of moderation that tempers our 
ndgement, the yielding at last of the 
radicals of one policy to the entreaties 
of another will ever preserve and per- 
petuate this, the greatest government 
on earth. 


THE COMING SESSION. 


The coming session of congress 


which convenes on the 7th, called in 
ixtraordinary session by the authority 
of Grover Cleveland, president of Jthe 
United States, will go down in history 
as one of the tew famous sessions 
vbich have marked important epochs in 
our political 
affairs. 
It has been 


called with but one purpose in view 
and that is to pass snch legislation as 
may better the depressed financial 
condition of the country. The situa- 
ion is peculiar and while many theo- 
rists attribute the present conditions 
:o the existence of the so-called Sher- 
man law the truth is, it is owing^to 
he maladministration 
of the law. 
There are many who do not believe 
that the Sherman law is the so-called 
cause, 
and these advocates 
are

party 
who 
-wish 
to 
bring 
the 


attention of the country to the tariff 
again which is at present relegated to 
the background. The" ostensible pur- 
pose for which congress -was called, was 
to abolish the Sherman law yet there 
is little probability that it can be 
accomplished without a bitter struggle 
from the friends of silver who believe 
that free coinage will bring with its en-' 
actment new prosperity. 
That the' 


house will unconditionally repeal the 
Sherman law there is little doubt but 
that the senate will do so there is 
greater doubt Their forces are too 
evenly balanced and it is not the policy 
of the government to force legislation 
which will work each wide spread die-

aster to the great west and northwest 
as the repeal, unconditionally, of the 
Sherman law would bring about. There 
are many men who will vote for repeal 
who are equally firm in their allegiance 
to silver. Whether in the desperation 
of the situation free coinage will at 
last be established as an experiment 
and concession to the west there is no 
doubt as was expressed ,by a promi- 
nent westener the other day that a bill 
in the nature of a compromise could 
be passed changing the ratio to 20 to 1 
which will make silver $1 03 an ounce. 
The forces are nnitirig for a long and 
bitter contest and I predict that De- 
cember 1st, the regular date for con- 
vening congress, will arrive with the 
silver question still unsettled. 


Matters are still in too great a state 


of uncertainty to give any information 
that is authentic. One thing is certain 
and -that is that the opposition is 
merciless, unfair, underhanded and 
arousing every method fan- and un-j 
fair to prejudice the people of the 
country. Fairness, yet fierce aggres- 
siveness ought to characterize the 
silver forces. 
The day of compro- 


mises is past. Makeshifts of the past 
can no longer act as opiates on the 
public. To give an idea of the spirit of 
unfairness that is rampant in the east 
it is only necessary to pick up the 
papers of New York or Washington and 
read the misstatements, the miscon- 
structions, the false and garbled 
accounts of silver" movements. Such 
actions and snch speeches as those of 
Waite of Colorado do the silver men 
great harm and are gleefully seized 
upon by gold men of the east to preju- 
dice the sentiment against silver. 


HOW GOLDBUQ PAPEBS ARGUE. 


Only a few days since a large meeting 


took place at Fifth Avenue hotel in 
New York, representative of the silver 
men. 
It was an unusual thing, to be 


sure, to have a silver meeting right in 
the heart of goldbugism and rather 
startled them, but the newspapers ridi- 
culed, falsified and covered with sar- 
casm, the entire proceedings. In Wash- 
ington city there are three daily papers 
of influence, all of whom flght the sil 
ver men and the silver cause. The 
Evening News is most bitter in its de- 
nunciation of the west and silver men. 
Its tone is as unfair as bitter. They 
applaud men who fall down before pat- 
ronage ond gold influence. They ridi 
cule men who have the courage of their 
convictions. 


A FBEE COINAGE PAPEE NEEDED. 


What is needed is a fearless journal 


in this city which would be a fearless 
advocate of the white metal, whose 
aggressive policy would* cause recreant 
congressmen to pause from fear of ex- 
posure, whose well-tempered judgment 
would educate and enlighten the peo- 
ple of the east. The flght has centered 
down to this city. Here it is that all 
the influence will be brought to bear, 
from here issue the falsified statements 
of an influenced associated press, here 
it is that the entire lobby of London 
and New York bankers will be concen- 
trated. A free coinage paper at this 
stage of the game in Chicago would be 
like a lighthouse a thousand miles in- 
land. Too far away to be effective. On 
the ground, in the immediate presence 
of these contending forces, its work 
would have a telling effect. 
' WASHINGTON CITY SOCIETY. 


Washington city is becoming the 


scene of great activity. The convening 
of congress infuses new life into it. 
The hotels are fast filling up. The 
streets are crowded. An advance army 
of office seekers are beginning to plan 
their campaigns. Theatres are putting 
forth their best attractions. The sum- 
mer people are returning from Cape 
May, 
Atlantic city Bar Harbor, New 
Port and Lennox. Washington is'at 
its dullest season most pleasant, but 
when there is a session of congress it 
becomes fascinatingly interesting and 
in the present .condition of affairs in 
the expectation of a lively and historic 
session the political pulse beats faster 
than ever. The people of this city, 
reared in an atmosphere densely polit- 
ical, are never happy unless they are 
onlookers of forensic contests between 
giant statesmen, or now and then have 
inklings of the Italian finesse of dip- 
lomatic procedure. The social season 
will be unusually brilliant. A new set 
of social leaders have the ascendency. 
The southern beauty, with chivalry 
and hospitality,-will be in wide con- 
trast to the sober, conservative, yet 
wealthy and lavish, season of a Repubi- 
can administration. 


Thisjwill be a great year in Washing- 
ton and with a widened opportunity 
for seeing and hearing much that is

In each case the thousand and one little 
attentions tbat a mar's home receives at 
the hands of woman were neglected by 
the servants. Meals were irregularly 
served and more irregularly eaten; rooms 
were ventilated just as the servants re- 
membered or forgot them. That terri- 
ble -week of incessant heat, which we all 
remember, came and exhausted these 
men. 


Dysentery and kindred summer ills 


are not far behind a man when he is run 
down toy sleepless nights, harassed by 
business, living in a cheerless, disman- 
tled, uncared for home tinder torrid days 
and stifling nights. In one instance it 
was a voting man in the flush of suc- 
cess, who came home one evening only 
to die during the night, too weak even 
to ring for assistance. In another case 
a man of nullions, with his family away 
at one of the fashionable resorts, sue-" 
cumbed to the heat and was found dead 
the following afternoon. In the other 
two cases the blow came not sb sudden- 
ly, but yet withih a week. And in each 
instance the families knew not that the 
mainspring of their support were ill un- 
til they were dead. Perhaps the pres- 
ence of mother, wife or daughter might 
not have staid the hand of death, but 
who will deny the efficiency of womanly 
care in sickness?—E. W. Bok in Ladies'

A Great 2Tlnb. 


There was landed recently at Strom- 


ness, Orkney, a halibut of extraordinary 
dimensions, measuring 6 feet 10 inches 
in length and weighing-no lees than 245 
pounds. The fish was discovered by two 
lads who were engaged in hauling lob- 
ster creels at the back of the Holms, a 
distance of about 1$ miles from Strom- 
ness pier. It was observed on the sand 
apparently asleep, and as they had no 
appliances wrfeh them with which to at- 
tempt a capture they marked the spot 
and returned home to acquaint their 
father. 


Armed with a kind of harpoon, to 


which a line was attached, they went 
back to the place and found the huge 
fish had not moved. Carefully watch- 
ing an opportunity, the father succeed- 
ed in planting the harpoon in the back 
of the halibut. The weapon entered the 
spine and rendered the fish powerless, 
but on account of it size and weight it 
was only after considerable difficulty 
that it was got on board. It proved a 
splendid specimen of the halibut and 
was in a first rate condition. In its 
stomach was found a variety of small 
fish, which weighed upward of six 
pounds. It was at once carefully packed 
and dispatched by steamer and rail to 
the London market.—London Field.

Helping Out a Medical Authority. 


A medical authority says that in view 


of a threatening plague people cannot 
be too caret ul in the selection of the ice 
they use, as all sorts of disease may be 
communicated by this medium, but no 
directionrs governing the selection of ice 
are given. In order that the public wel- 
fare may be conserved we present a few 
general rules for the guidance of ice 
purchasers. 


Tho best ico is always cold, and some- 


a slight moisture may be observed 


upon the surface. It is devoid of smell 
and will melt when exposed to a tem- 
peraniie of 110 degrees F. Ice made 
of watpr is most desirable. It should 
be transparent, or nearly so, and should 
break into fragments when given a 
.1 sharp blow. Tough ice that will not 
break is generally adulterated. Avoid 
soft ico or ico that has been subjected to 
excessive heat while under process of 
manufacture. 


It sometimes presents a fine appear- 


ance, but is'unhealthful. Ice more than 
three days old should not be purchased, 
as it is liable to turn sour on your hands 
and will have to be thrown away. After 
haviiig melted, ice loses many of its vir- 
tues and should not be used. It sho.ulcl 
always be kept in a cool place and at a 
distance from gas fixtures to avoid ex- 
plosions.—Washington News.
